The following is the text 
of the message that Dean 
Macdonald delivered before 
the entering first year 
class. Same ol* story. If 
you didn't listen this 
year, or in your own first 
year, imagine the dramatic 
flourish. The Quid pre- 
sents you with another 
opportunity. 

"Fellow students of the 
law, on t>ehalf of my col- 
leagues and the administra- 
tive staff, let me welcome 
you to the Faculty of Law 
of McGill University. 

Futurs avocats et avoc- 
ates, permettez-moi , au non 
de tous mes collegues et de 
tout le personnel de 
1 'administration, de vous 
accueillir a la Faculte de 
droit de I'Universite 
McGill. 

(Xir Faculty, now also 
your Faculty, was Canada's 
first. For over 135 years 
it has served the Canadian 
legal camunity. It counts 
among its graduates many of 
the leading figures in Can- 
adian public life. Notable 
among these are: 

Wilfrid Laurier: 

(B.C.L. 1864), prime minist- 
er of Canada for 15 years; 

Pierre-Basile Mignault: 
(B.C.L. 1873) , justice of 
the Supreme Court and 
author of the leading 

treatise Droit civil

Annie Macdonald Langstaff: 
(B.C.L. 1913), first woman 
to graduate in law in Que- 
bec; 



Harry Batshaw; 

(B.C.L. )1924), first Jew to 
te appointed to the Super- 
ior Court bench in Canada; 



Frank R. Scott: 

(B.C.L. 1927) , professor and 
Dean at McGill and a lead- 
ing constitutional law 
scholar; 

Jean de Grandpre: 

(B.C.L. 1943), president of 
Bell Canada Enterprises and 
chancellor of McGill; 



Gerald E. Ledain: 

(B.C.L. 1949) , currently a 
justice of the Superior 
Court of Canada and former 
McGill law professor.

I am confident that in 
the year 2086, when the 
Dean welcomes the incoming 
class, several of you pres- 
ent in this room today will 
figure on his list of prom- 
inent graduates of McGill's 
Faculty of Law. But McGill 
is not simply an institu- 
tion which takes pride in 
her well-known alumni and 
alumnae, we believe that 
each of our graduates is an 
important member of the 
legal community. 

Today you, the National 
Programme Class of 1990, 
contribute through your 
diverse backgrounds and 
interests to the unique 
character of this Faculty. 
Later, when you walk across 
the stage at Convocation, 
you will join the sane 
3,000 other graduates of 



the Faculty who have, in a 
variety of ways, made sign- 
ificant contributions to 
the law, and to the public 
it serves. 

Let me emphasize, as you 
embark today upon a legal 
career, that each one of 
you will be, in our eyes, 
an illustrious graduate of 
our Faculty. 

But what does it mean to 
be a student of the law? 
What is this endeavour 
which you have undertaken, 
and which we, as a faculty, 
share with you? In brief, 
what is a legal education 
at McGill all about? 

I take it that you would 
all agree that the study of 
law is both an academic 
discipline and a profes- 
sional training. In pur- 
suit of this latter objec- 
tive the Faculty offers two 
degree streams (the B.C.L. 
and the LL.B) within our 
National Progranme. Thus 
graduates of McGill are 
equipped to exercise their 
profession in every Cana- 
dian jurisdiction. What is 
more, our curriculum is 
designed to respond to the 
needs of those intending to 
pursue careers in the pub- 
lic and private business 
sectors, for which legal 
training is an asset rather 
than a formal prerequisite. 

But it is the opportun- 
ity presented by the meet- 
ing of the two great West- 
ern legal traditions, the 
civil law and the common 
law, which gives the study 
of law at McGill its spec- 
ial character. The cotpar- 
ative study of institu- 
tions, principles and rules 
in each tradition is a 
central feature of our
